Raised by the Belgian Strikers—A Reign 
of Turbnelnce Inaugurated. 
B ru ssels, May 26.-T h e striking iron­ 
workers, who are hourly increasing in num­ 
bers, received additions to their strength 
Wednesday from an unexpected quarter. The 
iron-workers of this city and other place» in 
the disordered districts who have hitherto 
affiliated with the Knights of Labor went 
over bodily to the assistance of the strikers, 
and the situation is thus rendered doubly 
perilous. Riots are constantly occurring in 
the various district» affected by the strike, 
and the efficiency of the gen d’armea is taxed 
to the utmost As yet the disturbances have 
resulted in little of bloodshed, but have caused 
considerable damage to property. In Charle­ 
roi, Touraai, Liege, and many other places 
red and black flags were plentifully displayed 
by the strikers who marched in procession, 
and in « very case the gen d’armes charged 
upon the paradets and dispersed them. 
Information concerning the great strike re­ 
ceived here Wednesday night is of the most 
startling mid alarming character. The au­ 
thorities are advised that a plot has been dis­ 
covered to burn and pillage Charleroi, and 
rupiors are in circulation that Hie strikers 
have used dynamite in Haine, St. Pierre and 
Paturages with dire effect. Tho telephone 
line from Marchiennes Du Port, a suburb of 
Charleroi, to Montsur, France, has been cut 
by the strikers, and in many places the strik­ 
ing districts are completely isolated by reason 
of the destruction of the telegraph lines.

After Twenty-Three Day* of Evunlnlng 
Talesmen—“ Nlc” Schneider Trll* How

The Calendar of Wickedness. 


Chicago , May 26.—After 
twenty -three 
day s of examination of talesmen a jury wax 
obtained Wednesday in the case of McGar­ 
igle and McDonald, charged with “boodleism” 
in connection with the county 
business. 
Their names are as follows: John Quinlan, 
George W. Miller, N. V. Gralstead, William 
Young, C. A. Gillespie. P. V. Fitqxrtrick, 
William Koonz, J. H, Hewitt, J. H. Faul- 
stich, J. E. Cailey , Samuel Peiser, F. J. Kerr. 
Gen. Stiles made the opening address for the 
state, and during the same became very bitter 
in his reference to the alleged boo-Uers.

has a right to jarade himself publicly , to 
shake hands ostentatiously with prominent 
people, and to exhibit himself to In* stared at 
and admired.” 
The ilrst witness called was Xic Schneider,
